and reported 
having struck an Ice­ 
berg. 
The steamer said that Immedi­ 
ate assistance was required. 
H alf an hour afterward another mes­ 
sage came reporting that they were 
sinking by the head and that women 
wore being put off in the lifeboats. 
The weather was calm and clear, 
the Tltanlc's wireless operator report­ 
ed. and gave the position of the vessel 
41:46 north latitude and 50:14 west 
longitude. 
The Marconi station at Cape Race 
notified the Allan liner Virginian, the 
taptain of which immediately advised 
that he was proceeding for the scene 
ot the disaster 
The Virginian was about 170 miles 
distant from the Titanic. 
The Olym pic was in latitude 40:32 
north and longitude 61:18 west. 
She 
was In direct communication with the 
Titanic and is now making all haste 
toward her. 
The steamship Baltic also re IK) r ted 
herself as about 200 miles east of the 
Titanic and was making all possible 
► peed toward her.

W ashington, April 15.— W arning was 
issued by the United States to th*‘ 
Mexican government, as well as to 
General Pascual Orozco, chief of the 
revolutionary forces, that “ it expects 
and must demand that Am erican life 
and property within the republic of 
Mexico be Just and adequately protect­ 
ed and that this government must hold 
Mex’co and the 
Mexican people re­ 
sponsible 
for all 
wanton 
or illegal 
acts sacrificing or endangering Am eri­ 
can life or damaging Am erican prop­ 
erty or interests.” 
The attitude of the United States as 
express« d 
to 
both 
the federal 
and 
icbel authorities is that any m altreat­ 
ment of Am erican citizens "w ill be 
deeply resented by the Am erican gov- 
ernnunt and people and must be fully 
answered for by Ihe Mexican people.”

sued special instructions to Am bassa­ 
dor Henry Lane W ilson at Mexico City 
and Morion Letcher, Am erican consul 
at Chihuahua, authorized the state­ 
ment that intervention was not con- i 
templated by the United States.

Orozco recently refused to recognize

The representations to 
Orozco accuse him of "practical mur­ 
der” of Thomas Fountain, an Am eri­ 
can gunner enlist« d with the fédérais,

Though declining to Justify partici­ 
pation of Am ericans on either side the 
Unit« <1 States expressly stipulates that 
American combatants when taken pris­ 
oners must be given humane treat­ 
ment In accordance with the rules of 
warfare. 
The correspondence made public ad­ 
m ittedly is the strongest demand the 
United States is known to have made 
upon Mexico for respectful treatment 
of Am ericans as well as other foreign­ 
ers and declare that a continuation of 
illegal acts is tending “ to difficult!« s 
and obligations which it is to the in­ 
terests of all true Mexican patriots, as 
ft is the desire of the United States, 
to avoid.”

There is some wonder In congressional 
and m ilitary circles why tin» chief of 
staff of the arm y is permitted to s< 
often criticise tin* arm y, its organiza 
tlon and equipment. 
Many hundreds 
of millions have been spent on tin* ar 
my; millions are expended yearly to 
edn< ate officers for the arm y; the best 
possible arrangements are made for 
feeding and clothing the arm y 
If it D 
not a g«»o«l army it is the fault of the 
men who have been handling it. 
But the consensus of opinion is that 
It Is a good army. 
Since the civil war 
the army has fought the Indians un 
til the west Is settled and the wild 
trllies subdued; the arm y went down 
Into the tropical clim ate «if Cuba and 
drove Spain from the island; the army 
fought the insurrectos and wild tribes 
In the Philippines and subdued them, 
something tiiat Spain could not accom 
plish in ‘Jon years. 
In fact, every 
where the army has been sent it has 
given a good account of itself. 
Possibly outsiders cannot be stopped 
in their criticism, but it would seem 
that the officers might be told to desist. 
Such an order from the president would 
be very effective. 


Applied to Departments. 


An executive order issued by Roose­ 
velt and reissued by T a ft forbids any 
employee of any of the departments 
saying anything about governmental 
affairs. 
No suliordinate can criticise 
tin* department or give any information 
concerning it to tin* public. 
W hy, then, should arm y officers, who 
are only subordinates of the command­ 
er in chief, be allowed to criticise and 
make public speeches saying that the 
arm y 
is 
Inefficient, 
poorly 
manned, 
badly equipped and untrained? 


Chivalry Personified. 


An effort was made recently to pro­ 
vide money for the purchase of a site 
for an embassy in Mexico. 
It was de­ 
feated. 
although tin* statement 
was 
made that owing to tin* disturbed con­ 
ditions in Mexico there was an oppor­ 
tunity to buy tin* site for less than half 
what it might ordinarily cost. 
And several members became very 
chivalrous indeed. 
They would scorn 
to take advantage «if the «lepressed 
conditions in a sister repul die to force 
that republic to its knees and thus 
make a gainful trade 
It sounded tine. ; 
but when you come t«> think «if it no 
advantage is taken of a sister republic, 
but the land would Is* bought from pri­ 
vate individuals who would mighty 
well like t«i get their hands on 1(8»,Odd 
Unit«*d States dollars and get out of 
Mexico. 


Anti-saloon Sentiment. 


Th«* liquor Interests in Washington 
are very apprehensive about getting 
any measure relating to the traffic be­ 
fore congress at ties time. 
There lias 
been active work done by the anti- 
saloon element, ami the tendency to- i 
ward restriction has been growing in 
congress. 
In fact, congress is almost 
ripe for prohibition in the District of 
Columbia. 
If there should be any l«*g 
islation «»f any kind (his session it w ill i 
surely go to the extent of reducing the j 
number of saloons and largely i aereas 
ing the license fees. 


A "Statuesque” Senator. 


“ Pieturesquc" is an adjective often 
applied t«> s«*nators and members of 
tin* house, but few are entitled to b« 
called "statuesque.” 
But it fits Sena­ 
tor Culberson of Texas. 
"Culberson 
might be posing for his own statue,” 
remarked a man In the gallery who 
looked down at th«* ham Dunn* Texan.
